To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

On  February  17th.  the  Dighlon-Berkley  Bridge  was 
tested  under  electric  power  in  the  presence  of  the  State 
Engineers,  the  contractor,  the  chairmen  of  the  Select¬ 
men  of  Berkley  and  Dighton  and  Joseph  H.  Babbitt.  The 
test  was  successful  in  every  way,  the  work  was  accepted 
and  the  keys  turned  over  to  Mr.  Babbitt.  This  completed 
the  mechanical  changes  on  the  bridge,  the  other  neces¬ 
sary  work  being  the  replanking  for  which  this  Town  ap¬ 
propriated  $1,400. — Berkley,  $500. — Bristol  County,  $2,- 
000. — and  the  State  $2,800.  The  contract  for  this  work 
has  been  let  and  the  job  should  be  completed  in  the  early 
part  of  1938. 

During  the  Red  Cross  Drive  for  the  flood  sufferers 
which  occurred  last  February,  the  Town  received  a  check 
for  $200.  from  the  Bristol  County  Kennel  Club  through 
Mr.  James  J.  Egan  which  materially  added  to  the  sum 
subscribed  in  Dighton. 

The  athletic  field,  north  of  the  high  school  is  fast  near¬ 
ing  completion  although  work  was  stopped  in  December, 
owing  to  the  season.  The  north  wall  has  yet  to  be  fin¬ 
ished  and  the  cinder  track  is  about  three  quarters  done. 
The  completed  wall  along  Somerset  Avenue  together 
with  the  field  and  school  entrances  with  electric  lights 
at  the  school  driveways  makes  an  attractive  frontage 
for  both  the  field  and  the  school.  Work  on  the  field  will 
be  resumed  in  the  early  spring  and  it  is  hoped  that 
money  will  be  available  to  complete  everything  but  the 
bleachers  which  will  undoubtedly  have  to  go  over  to  an¬ 
other  year. 

Unless  Town  expenses  especially  in  the  Welfare  De- 
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partment  can  be  materially  reduced,  our  tax  rate  which 
was  $28.00  this  year  will  be  considerably  higher  in  1938. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officers  and  Committees 
for  the  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  which  has  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  we  commend  our  clerk,  Miss 
Bella  Menard  for  the  cheerful  and  efficient  manner  in 
which  she  has  carried  out  the  trying  details  of  our  office.

The  work  of  this  department  for  the  past  year  has 
been  routine,  owing  to  the  town’s  good  fortune  in  hav¬ 
ing  had  no  epidemics  or  serious  diseases.  The  report  of 
the  Town  Nurse  gives  all  matters  of  interest.

DIGHTON  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  NURSE 


It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  the  following  report  to 
the  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health  and  Board  of  Public  Wel¬ 
fare. 

We  were  again  fortunate  in  this  past  year  not  to  have 
any  serious  epidemics.  Chicken  Pox  and  Whooping 
Cough  were  the  predominating  Diseases.  Whooping 
Cough  cases  occurred  in  the  summer  and  early  fall. 
Chicken  Pox  occurring  in  the  early  fall  up  to  the  end  of 
the  year.  There  were  a  few  severe  cases  of  both  which 
necessitated  medical  care.  It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate 
the  number  of  cases  that  occur,  particularly  where  the 
attack  is  mild  the  children  are  under  school  age,  and  no 
physician  is  called.  There  is  then,  no  official  reporting 
to  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  John  Hancock  and  Metropolitan  Insurance  Com¬ 
panies  offer  nursing  service  thru  the  local  Board  of 
Health. 

Social  work  in  connection  with  the  Welfare  and  Old 
Age  Assistance  departments  has  advanced  with  rapid 
strides  this  past  year.  The  lack  of  economic  security 
tends  to  break  down  the  morale  of  the  young  and  old. 
Adjustments,  financial  and  social,  to  meet  the  individual 
needs  in  many  cases,  requires  much  ingenuity  and 
diplomacy.  • 

The  following  visits  were  made  during  1937.  Sick  calls 
— 542;  Welfare  and  Social  Service  calls — 730;  number  of 
visits  to  clinics  and  hospitals — 37 ;  number  of  meetings 
attended  in  Bristol  County,  Boston  and  Worcester, — 30. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  my  grateful  ap- 
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predation  of  co-operation  extended  by  the  Town  Officials, 
also  to  the  Mount  Hope  Finishing  Company  for  courte¬ 
sies  extended  in  connection  with  Welfare  cases.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

This  year  the  Welfare  Department  has  been  called  up¬ 
on  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of 
the  Town.  As  has  been  stated  before,  we  are  ready  and 
willing  to  help  those  who  are  really  in  need  but  any  one 
accepting  town  aid  who  is  not  entitled  to  it  is  liable  un¬ 
der  the  law  and  such  cases  have  been  severely  dealt 
with  in  court  when  found  out.  There  are  those  in  this 
town  who  seem  to  believe  that  for  any  extra  expense 
they  are  called  upon  to  meet,  and  cannot  do  so  at  once, 
they  can  run  to  this  department  and  the  Town  will  pay 
the  bill.  The  Welfare  Department  is  not  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  neither  will  aid  be  granted  to  any  family  or  indi¬ 
vidual  owning  and  operating  on  automobile. 

Our  Welfare  appropriation  for  1937  was  §18,000. — a 
very  large  sum  for  a  town  of  this  size,  yet  we  fell  short 
several  thousands  of  dollars,  notwithstanding  a  contribu¬ 
tion  of  $1,000  from  the  Bristol  County  Kennel  Club  and 
Sportsman’s  Park  Inc.  which  we  very  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledge.  These  same  organizations  through  Presi¬ 
dent,  James  J.  Egan,  made  a  further  very  generous  con¬ 
tribution  at  Christmas  for  dinners,  toys,  candy  and 
clothing,  which  went  to  many  families  unable  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  things  that  tend  to  make  Christmas  a  day  of 
happiness.  This  Board  extends  its  sincere  thanks  and 
that  of  the  recipients  and  the  Town  to  Mr.  Egan  and  the 
Organizations  he  represents,  not  only  for  the  contribu¬ 
tion  but  for  the  thought  which  prompted  it  and  we  hope 
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and  believe  that  all  the  gifts  were  thoroughly  appreciat¬ 
ed. 

Again  we  wish  to  record  the  continued  and  valuable  as¬ 
sistance  so  willingly  rendered  this  department  by  our 
Town  Nurse,  Mrs.  Leila  P.  Hoard,  R.  N.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  School  Department  has  closed  its  books  for  the 
year  1937  with  all  bills  paid  and  a  small  balance  on  hand. 

We  are  now  in  the  third  year  of  maintaining  a  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  in  Dighton.  Your  committee  feels 
that  the  operation  of  this  school  has  gone  beyond  the  ex¬ 
perimental  stage,  and  has  proven  to  be  a  real  asset,  both 
educationally  and  financially  to  our  school  system.  We 
believe  our  town’s  people  have  the  same  attitude  towards 
the  High  School. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Committee 
following  the  death  of  Mrs.  Terese  F.  David,  a  member 
of  the  staff : 

Whereas,  the  hand  of  death  has  taken  from  our 
teaching  staff  Mrs.  Terese  F.  David  for  ten  years  a 
teacher  in  the  schools  of  Dighton,  and  whereas  her 
kindly  spirit,  sincere  interest,  and  sterling  charac¬ 
ter  will  be  long  remembered  by  young  people,  and 
her  teaching  of  English  will  remain  an  inspiration 
to  pupils  as  they  continue  their  study. 

Be  it  resolved  that  fhe  School  Committee  of  the 
Town  of  Dighton  hereby  express  its  sympathy  to  the 
family  of  Mrs.  David,  its  sincere  regrets  at  her  pass¬ 
ing,  and  its  pleasure  that  her  fine  character  has  had 
such  a  strong  influence  over  the  young  people  in  our 
schools. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution 
be  sent  to  the  family  of  Mrs.  David  and  a  copy  be 
spread  upon  the  records  of  the  committee. 
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This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 

Dighton  School  Committee  at  its  meeting  held  Sep¬ 
tember  28,  1937. 

During  the  year,  progress  has  been  made  on  the  W. 
P.  A.  Project  '‘Constructing  a  cinder  track  around  the 
Athletic  Field”.  This  project  also  contains  provisions 
for  leveling  the  slopes  of  the  field.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Mrs.  Wyeth  and  Gentlemen: 

In  submitting  this  my  eighth  report  as  superintendent 
of  schools,  I  am  conscious  of  several  real  problems  that 
confront  the  educational  world.  In  the  report  that  fol¬ 
lows  I  have  tried  not  only  to  recall  the  highlights  of  a 
year  of  endeavor,  but  to  discuss  briefly  some  of  these 
problems  which  stand  in  the  forefront  of  educational 
thought  today. 

In  each  report  I  have  expressed  my  appreciation  for 
the  sincere  counsel  of  the  members  of  the  committee.  At 
no  time  has  that  counsel  been  more  valued  than  today. 
For  the  staff  whose  work  and  active  cooperation  makes 
our  accomplishments  possible,  I  have  but  these  thoughts 
— that  of  appreciation  for  the  work  well  done  and  en¬ 
couragement  for  even  finer  work  in  the  New  Year. 

STAFF 

The  death  of  Mrs.  Terese  F.  David  of  the  English  De¬ 
partment  in  the  high  school  left  a  vacancy  which  has 
proved  difficult  to  fill.  After  real  investigation  the  posi¬ 
tion  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Margaret  J. 
McBride  of  Lubec,  Maine.  Miss  McBride  is  a  graduate 
of  Bates  College  with  graduate  work  at  Harvard  and 
Bates  and  has  taught  English  for  several  years  in  high 
schools  in  Maine.  She  comes  to  us  strongly  recommend¬ 
ed  and  has  been  selected  after  careful  investigation. 

f 

The  resignation  of  Francis  E.  Carr  of  the  high  school 
staff  received  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  accepted  with 
regret  and  the  vacancy  filled  by  the  appointment  of  John 
D.  Roderick  of  Revere,  a  graduate  of  Salem  Teachers 
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College.  Miss  Flora  Miller  has  taken  the  position  as 
Home  Economics  Instructor  formerly  held  by  Miss 
Agnes  Hornby.  Marshall  W.  Nay  of  Abington,  graduate 
of  Bridgewater  Teachers  College  and  Charles  H.  Holmes 
of  Berkley,  a  teacher  of  long  experience  were  the  other 
additions  to  our  high  school  staff. 

Only  one  change  in  the  elementary  staff  occurred  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Miss  Mildred  Ashley  of  Berkley  replaced 
Miss  Alice  Dobbyn  at  North  Dighton. 

OTHER  REPORTS 

The  reports  of  the  high  school  principal,  dean  of  girls, 
music  supervisor,  health  workers,  and  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  Directors,  are  called  to  your  attention.  They  record 
interesting  accomplishments. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  his  report,  the  high  school  principal,  Mr.  Austin,  has 
called  attention  to  the  achievements  and  needs  of 
his  school.  Mr.  Austin  has  proved  himself  unusually 
capable  in  the  administration  of  his  school.  His  success 
in  securing  the  cooperation  of  his  corps  of  teachers,  in 
making  his  school  an  outstanding  one  in  its  attempts  to 
meet  the  needs  of  individual  pupils,  has  given  to  us  a 
splendid  institution  which  merits  the  “A”  classification  it 
has  been  given  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

There  is  real  need  for  some  lifting  of  the  clerical  burden 
which  has  fallen  to  the  high  school  office.  WPA  assist¬ 
ance  has  helped  from  time  to  time  but  this  is  not  a  per¬ 
manent  solution.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
WPA  is  providing  library  service  at  present  but  that 
eventually  the  town  will  have  to  shoulder  this  responsi¬ 
bility. 
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THE  WPA  NURSERY  SCHOOL  PROGRAM 

We  are  continuing  at  this  date  to  operate  two  nursery 
school  centers  under  the  auspices  of  the  WPA  program. 
In  spite  of  much  futile  red  tape  and  useless  regulations 
and  restrictions,  the  program  has  gone  on  and  has  been 
of  real  value  to  the  children  of  the  town.  It  is  to  be  sin¬ 
cerely  regretted  that  a  much  greater  usefulness  of  the 
progam  is  made  impossible  because  of  restrictions  placed 
upon  it  by  authorities  in  Washington  who  know  nothing 
of  local  situations. 

GUIDANCE 

Probably  no  more  pressing  problem  exists  in  education 
today  than  that  of  providing  reliable  and  adequate  guid¬ 
ance  for  youth.  In  a  world  vastly  more  complex  than 
that  in  which  its  parents  lived,  youth  is  forced  to!  enter 
a  society  which,  while  not  distinctly  hostile,  is  at  least 
concerned  almost  wholly  with  its  own  adult  problem. 
The  fact  that  industry  is  seriously  concerned  with  pro¬ 
viding  means  for  adults  to  earn  a  bare  living  has  made 
it  increasingly  difficult  for  youth  to  find  its  way.  The  fact 
that  large  numbers  of  youths  throughout  the  country 
leave  school  each  year  with  no  prospect  of  immediate  em¬ 
ployment,  creates  new  and  difficult  social  problems.  The 
increase  of  leisure  time  due  to  shortened  working  hours 
or  unemployment  has  also  provided  us  with  the  problem 
of  the  old  adage  that  “Satan  finds  some  mischief  still  for 
idle  hands  to  do”.  This  is  far  more  apt  to  be  true  when 
we  are  concerned  with  youth  than  it  would  be  if  we  were 
thinking  in  adult  terms. 

The  above  problems  are  not  alone  the  responsibility  of 
the  school,  they  are  the  vital  concern  of  the  home  and  the 
church.  The  school  has  a  task,  however,  in  the  fact  that 
it  is  the  one  place  where  all  the  children  of  all  the  people 
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meet  on  a  common  level.  To  that  task  of  guidance-edu¬ 
cational,  vocational,  social,  and  moral,  the  public  school 
as  an  institution  must  commit  itself. 

In  our  high  school  we  have  a  reasonably  well  developed 
guidance  program.  To  say  that  it  functions  with  abso¬ 
lute  efficiency  would  be  greatly  exaggerating  the  facts. 
It  is,  however,  reaching  the  individual  needs  of  many 
pupils  and  will  serve  these  needs  with  increasing  value 
as  time  goes  on.  One  present  point  of  concentration  is 
on  the  Senior  class  where  every  attempt  possible  is  made 
to  bring  the  pupil  into  contact  either  with  vocational  op¬ 
portunity  or  with  educational  institutions  of  an  advanced 
level. 

In  the  elementary  school  this  guidance  program  is  in 
the  initial  stages  at  the  present  time.  We  hope  that  it 
will  provide  for  increased  understanding  between  the 
home  and  school,  for  a  new  understanding  of  the  child 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  and  through  these  a  decrease 
in  failure  in  the  elementarv  grades. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  DEVELOPMENT 

The  superintendent  has  undertaken,  in  cooperation 
with  the  members  of  the  staff,  certain  important  changes 
in  the  present  course  of  study  in  the  schools. 

(a)  Teachers  of  English  in  grades  4-12  are  striding 
carefully  the  English  curriculum  with  a  view  to 
modifying  it  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  present 
day.  The  result  of  this  study  which  is  involving 
bi-weekly  meetings  should  be  a  thoroughly  mod¬ 
ernized  course  in  English,  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  local  situation. 

(b)  Development  of  Guidance  Program  is  mentioned 
elsewhere  in  my  report 
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(c)  A  study  of  the  arithmetic  program  is  being  initi¬ 
ated  with  a  committee  of  teachers  undertaking 
the  task  of  determining  grade-placement  of  ma¬ 
terial  and  text-book  needs. 

(d)  The  development  of  a  unit-of-instruction  plan  for 
grades  one  and  two  is  under  way.  First  grade 
teachers  have  met  with  the  superintendent 
throughout  the  fall  to  study  this  problem.  Its 
thesis  is  that  since  pupils  enter  the  first  grade 
with  difficult  abilities  and  with  different  skills, 
there  should  be  provision  made  to  meet  these  in¬ 
dividual  differences.  We  are  attempting  to  re¬ 
move  the  old  idea  of  mass  production  from  our 
educational  program. 

(e)  Grade  teacher  conferences  have  been  held  fre¬ 
quently  for  teachers.  These  have  proven  of  real 
value  in  the  round  table  type  of  discussion,  from 
which  there  has  come  a  helpful  exchange  of 
viewpoint. 

REPAIRS  TO  BUILDING 

Our  buildings  are  in  comparatively  good  repair.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  of  1937  the  outside  of  the  North  Schools 
was  painted,  the  Segreganset  School  was  painted  inside 
and  out,  the  floors  of  the  South  Dighton  School  were  re¬ 
paired  in  addition  to  the  usual  routine  work. 

Under  the  WPA  program  the  drainage  system  at  the 
North  Elementary  School  wTas  changed  over  to  provide 
adequate  drainage  at  all  times.  This  is  a  major  improve¬ 
ment  both  in  the  building  situation  and  in  health  pro¬ 
tection. 

At  the  present  time  a  WPA  project  is  being  prepared 
to  cover  necessary  repairs  for  1938. 
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FINANCES 

The  1938  budget  calls  for  an  expenditure  of  $63,052.- 
68.  This  represents  a  reduction  of  $925.53  in  the  budget 
over  1937.  What  is  of  more  importance  to  the  tax-payer 
of  the  town  is  that  when  earned  income  and  reimburse¬ 
ments  are  taken  into  consideration,  it  represents  a  re¬ 
duction  of  from  $50,948.76 — the  net  cost  for  1937  to  $47,- 
635.57  the  estimated  net  cost  for  1938,  or  $3,313.19  de¬ 
crease  in  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  from  taxation 
for  schools.  This  represents  a  decrease  in  tax  rate  of 
$0.96.

Dear  Sir: 

In  submitting  my  third  annual  report  concerning  the 
high  school  it  is  my  desire  to  present  as  varied  an  ac¬ 
count  as  possible  in  order  to  set  forth  the  situation  as 
it  appears  to  be. 

Our  enrollment  has  increased  this  year  by  approxi¬ 
mately  8%  over  that  of  last  year.  The  detailed  figures 
follow :

All  pupils  from  towns  other  than  Dighton  represent 
tuition  pupils.  Our  enrollment  for  the  next  year  as  yet 
is  an  undetermined  figure  but  will  probably  be  slightly 
larger  than  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1937. 
A  continued  increase  in  enrollment  will  lead,  sooner  or 
later,  to  the  problems  of  adjusting  limited  space  to  in¬ 
creasing  groups  of  pupils. 
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Once  more,  I  wish  to  commend  the  faculty  of  the 
school  for  its  hearty  and  enthusiastic  support  of  the 
school  program.  It  is  gratifying,  when  responsible  for 
the  administration  of  a  unit  in  the  system,  to  find  the 
wholesome  and  cooperative  attitude  which  we  have  here. 
In  visiting  other  school  systems  I  sometimes  sense  a 
rather  indifferent  attitude  prevailing  and  the  basic  diffi¬ 
culty,  I  believe,  exists  with  those  who  have  direct  contact 
to  the  pupils.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  unified  group 
of  teachers. 

We  have  had  some  changes.  The  passing  of  Mrs.  Te- 
rese  F.  David  of  the  English  department  carries  with  it 
our  sincere  sympathy  to  her  family  and  hosts  of  friends 
who  loved  and  respected  her  for  her  daily  living  and 
teaching.  We  shall  long  remember  her  sincere  and  un¬ 
tiring  efforts  to  teach  to  her  pupils  a  working  philosophy 
of  life. 

At  our  annual  conferences  for  student  leaders  and 
class  advisors  held  in  September,  1937,  we  discussed  as 
objectives  for  this  year  the  better  financing  of  athletics 
in  the  school  and  the  raising  of  scholastic  standards. 
Just  what  the  outcome  will  be  is,  as  yet,  impossible  to 
determine.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  interest  which 
students  take  in  their  own  problems.  When  pupils  be- 
come  sufficiently  disturbed  over  a  problem  to  seek  to  set¬ 
tle  it,  I  believe  that  education  is  being  demonstrated  in 
its  best  sense;  for  education  is  not  wholly  the  art  of  re¬ 
producing  material  in  books,  but  rather  it  is  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  ability  to  use,  to  best  advantage,  the 
knowledge  gained. 

The  second  annual  Washington  trip  was  successful  and 
further  proved  the  value  of  such  an  undertaking.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  working  hard  toward  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  necessary  fund  for  the  1938  trip,  and  al- 
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though  there  are  more  in  the  class  to  take  the  trip  this 
year,  we  are  better  off  financially  than  ever  before. 

We  have  in  the  past  calendar  year  carried  on  the  cus¬ 
tomary  social  activities  and  have  in  this  way  tried  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  a  real  need  in  our  community  life. 

Our  athletic  situation,  both  financially  and  otherwise, 
appears  to  be  encouraging.  Through  gifts  from  interest¬ 
ed  parties  and  sale  of  season  tickets  the  athletic  program 
has  been  able  to  pay  its  costs  for  the  fall  of  the  year 
1937  and  in  addition,  help  to  pay  previous  obligations. 
There  has  been  no  necessity  for  curtailing  activity  for 
the  time  being. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  scores  we  were  able  last  winter 
to  obtain  the  Narragansett  League  championship  in  bas¬ 
ketball.  We  begin  this  season  as  the  defending  school. 
Whether  we  shall  be  able  to  keep  the  lead,  remains  to  be 
seen.  Our  football  scores  for  this  year  have  been  more 
acceptable.  On  the  whole,  we  have  passed  through  a 
very  forward-looking  year. 

The  cafeteria  outlook  is  not  so  bright.  While  we  were 
able  to  close  in  June  1937  with  a  substantial  balance  on 
hand,  it  has  been  necessary  during  the  past  few  months 
to  dip  heavily  into  the  reserve.  This  is  due  to  the  in¬ 
creased  costs  for  maintenance,  and  very  much  higher 
food  costs,  while  at  the  same  time  we  are  trying  to  main¬ 
tain  our  customary  high  standards  and  low  prices. 
Therefore,  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  next  meeting, 
will  be  asked  to  consider  increased  charges  for  the  food 
served  in  an  effort  to  make  the  income  meet  the  costs. 

The  club  work  in  the  school  is  strenuous  and  gives  a 
wide  range  of  activity  to  many  pupils.  While  some  feel 
that  we  encourage  too  active  a  program,  I  feel  that  it  is 
justified  in  that  it  allows  each  and  every  student  to  dis- 
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cover,  develop,  and  engage  in  those  pursuits  which  lead 
to  healthful  and  happy  living  for  the  individual,  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  do  so.  This  is  one  of  the  goals  of  education. 

It  is  even  yet  too  early  to  look  for  the  accomplishments 
of  our  first  graduates.  Yet  for  our  second  class  there 
is  the  following  information  available:  Five  have  gone  on 
to  college  for  either  general  or  specific  training,  two  into 
training  of  an  institutional  nature,  one  to  business 
school,  and  two  have  returned  as  post-graduates.  The 
balance  are  either  employed  or  at  home. 

I  .look  forward  to  the  next  calendar  year  hoping  that 
we  shall  be  further  able  to  provide  adequate  suitable 
training  for  our  young  people — training  which  will  give 
them  inspiration  and  encourage  them  to  go  out  and  make 
their  way  as  responsible  citizens.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  GIRLS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

We  have  come  to  recognize  that  guidance  is  an  integ¬ 
ral  part  of  the  educational  program.  It  is  extremely  im¬ 
portant  that  we  help  these  young  people  of  ours  to  be¬ 
come  better  adjusted  to  the  school  and  social  environment 
in  which  they  are  functioning  and  we  can  best  do  this  by 
guidance. 

Various  kinds  of  guidance  are  considered  with  the 
girls,  such  as  educational,  vocational,  social,  ethical  and 
health.  While  some  aspect  of  guidance  may  be  more 
prominent  in  a  given  case  than  the  others,  the  tendency 
is  to  regard  all  aspects  as  closely  related  and  directed 
to  the  same  end,  namely,  the  development  of  human  per¬ 
sonality. 

One  of  the  most  effective  ways  of  helping  the  girl  to 
work  out  a  satisfactory  educational  and  vocational  plan 
is  to  discuss  with  her  frankly  the  definite  facts  concern¬ 
ing'  any  occupation  in  which  she  may  be  interested,  con¬ 
sidering  it  in  the  light  of  its  advantages  and  disadvan¬ 
tages  and  of  her  special  interests  and  abilities.  This 
helps  in  better  pupil  adjustment. 

The  school  accomplishment  of  the  girl  is  studied  in  re¬ 
lation  to  her  capacity,  and  counsel  is  given  regarding  the 
choice  of  courses  and  subjects.  Failing  girls  are  inter¬ 
viewed  and  an  attempt  is  made  to  diagnose  the  causes 
and  to  advise  her  regarding  corrective  and  remedial 
measures.  This  procedure  has  produced  gratifying  results 
in  some  cases. 

It  has  continued  to  be  the  policy  in  furthering  the 
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guidance  program  to  reach  the  individual  girl.  The  rea¬ 
lization  of  this  aim  is  brought  about  through  conferences, 
individual  guidance,  and  home  visits.  The  visits  made 
have  been  satisfactory.  We  appreciate  any  help  given  us 
by  parents  to  further  our  aim  to  help  each  girl.  There 
should  be  a  strong  link  between  the  home  and  the  school 
if  we  wish  to  do  our  best  for  our  young  people. 

The  teachers  on  the  staff  give  much  valuable  help,  es¬ 
pecially  Miss  Abrams,  the  physical  director.  Her  aid  in 
diagnosing  pupil  mal-adjustment  from^the  health  angle 
is  extremely  helpful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  School : 

Dear  Sir : 

I.  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  goals  which  the  music  department  set  for  itself 
last  year  are  seeming  to  be  realized.  Music  classes  are 
no  longer  regarded  as  simply  recreational  or  play  pe¬ 
riods.  The  interest  is  good  and  growing.  Questions  re¬ 
garding  songs,  musical  technique,  etc.,  growing  out  of  the 
stimulus  given  to  their  interest  and  curiosity,  are  being 
constantly  injected  into  the  lessons  by  the  pupils.  Music 
is  becoming  to  them  a  “worth-while”  subject  to  be  stud¬ 
ied  and  intelligently  understood  rather  than  being  simply 
an  experience  in  unintelligent  singing.  The  very  evi¬ 
dent  progress  and  successes  of  the  abilities  of  some  of 
the  pupils  in  particular  and  all  of  them  in  general,  have 
been  a  means  of  providing  to  the  pupils  that  the  goals 
which  had  been  given  them  were  necessary  and  obtain¬ 
able  and  that  these  goals  were  something  for  which  to 
rejoice  and  be  proud  when  achieved. 

Besides  the  task  of  teaching  the  Junior  High  School 
classes  and  the  Girls’  Choral  Club,  I  have  planned,  taught 
and  directed  the  musical  programs  for  the  Mother  and 
Daughter  Banquet  in  February,  Music  Week  in  May, 
graduations  in  June  and  the  Horace  Mann  observance 
in  November.  I  prepared  the  Girls’  Choral  Club  for  their 
share  of  music  in  the  presentation  of  “The  Pirates  of 
Penzance”,  and  coached  some  of  the  soloists.  I  have  as¬ 
sisted  in  three  Assembly  programs. 

Our  goals  for  the  past  year  were  peculiar  to  the  im¬ 
mediate  needs  of  the  situation.  This  year  we  can  begin 
to  think  in  terms  of  the  larger  musical  needs  of  the  child. 
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William  C.  Bagley,  the  educator  of  note,  tells  us  that 
the  child  must  possess  a  certain  capital  of  habits  and  a 
certain  capital  in  knowledge — a  basis  in  facts  and  prin¬ 
ciples.  This  is  true  in  the  subject  of  music  as  elsewhere 
— so,  our  program  for  this  year  resolves  itself  into  a 
three-fold  plan,  i.  e., — 

1.  Giving  a  certain  capital  of  musical  habits. 

2.  Giving  a  certain  capital  of  musical  information. 

% 

3.  Giving  a  certain  capital  of  musical  ideas. 

We  shall  seek  to  establish  good  music  habits,  give  infor¬ 
mation  that  will  challenge  and  interest,  and  develop 
ideals  of  accurate,  precise,  restrained  singing, — all  in 
all,  we  shall  seek  to  give  certain  standards  and  criteria 
which  are  sufficiently  colored  with  emotion  to  make  them 
directive  over  the  child’s  conduct. 

I  would  like  to  voice  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the  teach¬ 
ers  for  their  use  of  the  pitch  pipe  in  an  endeavor  to  co¬ 
operate  in  what  we  are  attempting. 

II.  THE  GRADE  SCHOOLS 

The  work  of  supervising  in  these  schools  is  a  most 
pleasurable  experience.  The  attitude  of  the  teachers  to¬ 
ward  the  supervisor  and  her  work  among  them  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired.  Music  in  the  grades  is  progress¬ 
ing  finely.  It  is  not  regarded  as  “just  singing”  and  “the 
preparation  of  songs  for  programs”.  Real  technical 
work  is  expected  by  the  supervisor  and  is  being  carried 
on  by  the  teacher  and  understood  as  necessary  by  the 
pupil.  Tone  quality  is  improving  and  note  reading  is  be¬ 
coming  a  game  in  which  to  excel.  There  is  a  better  sense 
of  rhythm  in  all  groups  and  coordination  is  absolutely 
perfect  in  some  classes.  I  am  particularly  gratified  over 
the  improvement  in  the  North  Schools  and  more  especial¬ 
ly  at  the  North  Elementary  School  which  has  become 
really  excellent. 
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A  simple  set  of  aims  and  goals  was  prepared  and  dis¬ 
tributed  through  the  first  three  grades.  Tests  have  been 
given  and  accomplishments  checked.  New  books  have 
been  provided  all  through  the  grades  where  necessary, 
except  in  two,  so  that  we  are  in  good  working  order. 
The  value  of  the  pitch  pipe  in  developing  accurate  sing¬ 
ing  is  being  recognized. 

The  teachers  appear  to  be  enjoying  the  work  as  it  is 
outlined  to  them  and  are  giving  splendid  cooperation. 
An  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  the  teacher,  every  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  display  of  individuality  and  initiative. 
The  assignments,  suggestions  and  criticisms  have  been 
given  in  such  a  manner  as  to  develop  the  idea  of  free¬ 
dom  in  method  providing  the  results  I  was  seeking  were 
made  evident. 

Here  again  the  same  purpose  and  plan  exists, — to  give 
good  habits  and  set  up  fine  ideals,  as  well  as  give  informa¬ 
tion  in  music.  The  definite  habits  we  hope  to  establish 
are : 

1.  An  ear  for  a  clear-soft-sweet- ACCURATE  tone 
pitch. 

2.  An  ear-sense  for  ACCURATE  rhythm. 

3.  An  ear  for  catching  a  melody  ACCURATELY, 
thus  developing  ideals  which  desire  good  singing  and 
seek  to  produce  it. 

Beginning  in  January,  we  are  planning  to  use  the  Dam- 
rosch  Hour  on  the  Radio  as  an  introduction  to  further 
plans  for  “music  appreciation”  in  the  South  Schools. 

I  am  hoping  that  rhythm  and  toy  orchestras  may  be 
developed  in  a  finer  way. 

I  would  express  to  all  the  teachers  my  sincere  appre¬ 
ciation  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  friendli¬ 


ness. 
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I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Bailey  and 
Mr.  Austin  for  the  strong  sense  of  support,  cooperation 
and  guidance  which  I  derive  from  them.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

(Girls) 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

Dear  Sir : 

The  Physical  Education  course  for  girls  has  been  some¬ 
what  changed  this  year.  The  aims  are  definitely  in  an¬ 
other  direction. 

The  yearly  program  is  based  on  the  Physical  Fitness 
Index  cards  which  are  the  result  of  tests  and  measure¬ 
ments  given  by  Supervisor,  Raymond  Grayson  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education  and  Dr.  Frederick  Rand 
Rogers.  Although  the  end  in  view  is  correctives,  to  the 
girls  the  program  has  had  to  be  altered  a  great  deal  due 
to  the  fact  that  physical  examinations  have  not  been 
given  to  the  girls. 

The  program  itself  contains  exercises  to  eliminate  gen¬ 
eral  bad  posture  conditions,  such  as:  Hollow  back  and 
round  shoulders.  The  purpose  of  corrective  exercises 
should  be  twofold :  Habit-freeing  and  habit-forming.  If 
the  purpose  is  to  overcome  habits  of  poor  posture,  in  or¬ 
der  that  habits  of  good  posture  may  be  established,  the 
initial  procedure  is  to  free  the  body  from  old  habits.  Then 
exercises  for  forming  more  desirable  habits  can  be  giv¬ 
en  with  benefits. 

Exercises  may  be  classifid  into  three  main  groups,  rela¬ 
tive  to  their  general  purpose,  as  follows : 

(a)  Body-freeing 

(b)  Body-building 

(c)  Body-poising 
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For  illustration  the  following  is  a  typical  corrective 
program : 

INTRODUCTORY 

(a)  Spine  relaxation  and  posture  training 

These  exercises  help  get  the  pupil  into  the  right  spirit 
and  impart  the  feeling  that  she  has  discarded  faulty  ad¬ 
justments  and  is,  building  a  new  structure. 

(b)  Exercises  to  induce  deep  breathing 

To  keep  the  chest  flexible  and  free  from  tension  so 
that  expansion  may  take  place  without  forced  muscular 
.  action. 

BODY-FREEING 

General  flexibility 
Local  flexibility 

To  stretch  tight  ligaments  and  to  free  the  body  as 
far  as  possible  from  habits  of  excessive  muscular  ten¬ 
sion  that  they  may  respond  to  new  stimuli. 

BODY-BUILDING 

Self  correction  at  the  mirror 
Upper  back  exercises 
Abdominal  exercises 
Lateral  trunk  exercise 
Strong  general  exercise 

To  strengthen  big  muscle  group  that  the  body  may 

be  able  to  hold  the  new  stimuli  correctlv.

BODY-POISING 

Exercise  for  pelvic  control 
Balance  exercises 
Posture  training 
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One  tc  two  hours  a  week  are  considered  for  those  who 
need  special  help  to  obtain  a  high  goal  in  health  and 
physical  fitness. 

Monotony  must  be  kept  away  from  a  physical  educa¬ 
tion  period  but  this  is  hard  to  do.  However,  I  feel  that 
we  have  almost  succeeded  in  doing  this  through  the  use 
of  some  home-made  equipment. 

We  are  trying  to  make  the  girls  feel  that  they  really 
have  a  place  in  athletics  by  organizing  clubs  and  working 
toward  our  goal  for  girls’  organized  field  hockey. 

We  have  the  field  for  this  and  the  only  equipment  we 
need  is  hockey  sticks.  The  Girls’  Athletic  Association 
is  going  to  try  to  make  it  possible  for  us  to  get  these 
sticks. 

The  goal  set  before  us  is  a  high  one.  We  hope  to  reach 
it.

Physical  Education  for  Girls 
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REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

(Boys) 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

Dear  Sir: 

The  Physical  Education  Course  of  the  current  year  is 
being  carried  on,  as  it  was  last  year,  in  correlation  with 
the  Physical  Fitness  Index  Tests  which  are  suggested 
and  supervised  by  the  State  Department  of  Physical  Edu¬ 
cation. 

In  addition  to  these  P.  F.  I.  tests,  which  are  usually 
given  in  the  spring,  each  boy  receives  a  physical  examina¬ 
tion  upon  entering  school  in  September  by  the  school 
physician,  Dr.  Souza.  Boys  who  have  serious  physical 
defects  are  excused  from  active  work  in  the  physical  edu¬ 
cation  program.  It  is  the  aim  of  this  department  to  de¬ 
velop  each  boy  entering  into  this  type  of  work.  Each 
one,  of  course,  presents  a  different  problem,  but  must 
be  handled  as  an  integral  part  of  the  group.  For  this 
reason  a  great  many  activities  must  be  carried  on,'  and 
outside  physical  recreation  suggested  to  the  individual 
boys. 

The  Physical  Education  period  is  carried  on  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner:  Four  minutes  are  allowed  for  the  boys 
to  get  into  their  gym  suits  and  out  in  the  gym;  eight 
minutes  are  then  spent  in  group  exercises  and  correctives, 
as  suggested  by  the  needs  of  the  class;  the  remainder 
of  the  period  is  spent  in  group  games  with  eight  minutes 
being  allowed  for  the  boys  to  shower,  dress,  and  get 
ready  for  the  next  class. 

The  group  games  are  carried  on  in  connection  with  the 
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season  of  the  year.  During  the  fall,  touch  football  and 
soccer  were  offered.  The  present  winter  season  offers 
basketball,  volley  ball,  boxing,  wrestling,  indoor  track, 
and  tumbling.  The  spring  season  will  be  devoted  to  out¬ 
door  track,  field  events  and  base  ball. 

«  * 

Occasional  lectures  are  also  offered  to  these  classes. 
These  lectures  consist  of  health  talks  and  the  history  and 
fundamentals  of  the  different  games  in  which  they  par¬ 
ticipate. 

\ 

Through  the  medium  of  these  competitive  games,  much 
interest  is  stimulated  on  the  part  of  the  student,  bodily 
exercise  is  made  pleasant  to  all,  and  the  instructor  is  en¬ 
abled  to  develop  all  important  characteristics  of  good 
sportsmanship,  fair  play,  team  work,  and  cleanliness. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  superintend¬ 
ent,  Mr.  Bailey,  for  his  aid  and  valuable  suggestions  in 
connection  with  this  type  of  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS  AND 

NURSE 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Dighton : 

It  is  our  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report,  a 
general  summary  of  the  health  program  of  the  year  1937. 

Each  school  has  been  visited  weekly  by  the  School 
Nurse.  Inspections  have  been  made  of  class  rooms,  sani- 
taries  and  water  supplies.  Very  often,  as  the  occasion 
arises,  daily  visits  are  made  to  the  various  schools  to 
make  individual  inspections  of  pupils  where  contagious 
diseases  and  infections  are  suspected.  It  is  much  wiser 
to  exclude  a  child  from  school  at  the  “slightest  suspicion” 
of  some  contagious  disease,  than  to  allow  the  pupil  to  sit 
in  the  school  room  in  close  contact  with  others  all  day. 
The  latter  procedure  might  be  the  means  of  starting  an 
epidemic. 

The  annual  physical  examinations  have  been  made  by 
Dr.  Miller  and  Dr.  Souza  in  the  primary,  elementary 
schools,  and  the  boys  in  the  high  school.  At  the  South 
School  29  defects  were  found.  These  were  mostly  throat 
conditions,  and  two  heart  cases,  the  heart  cases  being  tak¬ 
en  care  of  immediately.  At  the  North  Dighton  Primary 
and  Elementary  Schools  there  were  30  defects  found. 
These  were  all,  with  one  exception,  nose  and  throat  con¬ 
ditions. 

In  the  physical  examination  of  the  high  school  boys, 
the  lack  of  dental  care  was  the  predominating  factor. 
No  new  cases  of  any  serious  nature  were  found  this  year. 

New  notices  were  used  this  year  to  notify  parents  of 
defects  found  by  the  physical  examinations.  Parents 
have  been  most  cooperative  in  their  replies  of  these  no¬ 
tices  sent  home. 
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The  Chadwick  Clinic,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Hill 
through  the  supervision  of  the  Bristol  County  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Hospital  and  the  local  Board  of  Health,  conducted 
their  annual  clinic  in  September  and  October.  The  test¬ 
ing  this  year  was  done  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  ninth  and 
eleventh  grades.  The  total  number  of  children  examined 
this  year  being  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  From  this 
number,  forty-one  were  found  to  have  a  positive  reaction 
to  the  tuberculin  test.  These  pupils  were  x-rayed.  In 
addition  to  this  number,  there  were  seventeen  that  were 
follow-up  cases  from  previous  years.  A  total  of  seven¬ 
teen  pupils  had  physical  examinations  by  Dr.  Hill.  A 
number  of  parents  were  present  for  consultation  and  ad¬ 
vice. 

Four  children  attended  the  Health  Camp  at  Attleboro 
during  the  summer.  These  children  were  recommended 
by  the  Chadwick  Clinic  from  their  list  of  suspicious 
cases. 

The  school  dentist,  Dr.  Lucey,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  started  his  services  in  January  and 
continued  until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Work  was  be¬ 
gun  again  in  November  of  the  fall  season.
